(d) Knowi ngly manufacture, inport, transport, store, sell, or
possess with intent to sell, as firewrks, explosives, as defined under
RCW 70. 74. 010, that are not fireworks, as defined under this chapter.

(2) Except as authorized by a license and permt under subsection
(1)(b) of this section or as provided in RCW70.77.311, no person may
di scharge special fireworks at any pl ace.

(3) No person less than eighteen years of age may apply for or
receive a license or permt under this chapter.

(4) No license or permt is required for the possession or use of
common fireworks lawfully purchased at retail.

(3) No retail firewrks permt may be issued to any applicant
unless the retail fireworks stand is covered by a liability insurance
policy with coverage of not less than fifty thousand dollars and five
hundred thousand dollars for bodily injury liability for each person
and occurrence, respectively, and not less than fifty thousand doll ars

for property damage liability for each occurrence, unless such
insurance is not readily available from at |east three approved
i nsurance conpanies. |If insurance in this anount is not offered, each

fireworks permt shall be covered by a liability insurance policy in
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I nsurance conpani es.

No whol esal er may know ngly sell or supply firewdrks to any retai
fireworks stand unless the wholesaler determnes that the retail
fireworks stand is covered by liability insurance in the sane anount as
provided in this subsection.

The hearing shall be before an admnistrative |aw judge
appoi nted under chapter 34.12 RCW except that any person asserting a
claim or right may renove the matter to a court of conpetent
jurisdiction if the aggregate value of the seized firewrks is nore
than five hundred dollars.

(2) Acity or county may provide by ordi nance for a fee for public
display pernmts as required by RCW 70.77.255(1)(b) not to exceed one

hundred dollars for any one permt.

(3) Any special event fees required by a city or county in
connection with a fireworks display that requires traffic or crowd

control in a public place shall not be subject to the limtation

provided in subsection (2) of this section.
